One of the requirements dividend 
applicants must have is proof of 
either Canadian Citizenship or Brit¬ 
ish Subject status. 

The Citizenship branch urges any 
applicants for dividends, who are 
not sure of their citizenship status 


to contact the office, 10138 - 100A 
Street, Edmonton, as soon as pos¬ 
sible. 

Individuals who received citi¬ 
zenship through the 1 naturalization 
of parents may obtain a certifi¬ 
cate issued in their own names for 
proof of citizenship for one dollar. 
Forms are available at the Citi¬ 
zenship office. 

Records of citizenship are re. 
tained in court houses across Can¬ 
ada, where the application was 
filed, and in Ottawa. In some in¬ 
stances, it takes time to search 
records and furnish proof. 

The deadline for Dividend ap¬ 
plications is Decetober 31. 


Canon Neale, former missionary to 
the Crows Nest Pass 32 years ago, 
is the rector of Long Marion, Rur¬ 
al Dean of Appleby and Kirby, Ste¬ 
phen and Honorary Canon of Car¬ 
lisle Cathedral on the Scottish Bor¬ 
der. The Canon has been making a 
tour of the Continent and while in 
Coleman was the guest of Mr. and 
Mrs. Frank Graham of Coleman. 

Following is the text of Canon 
Neale’s sermon in Coleman. 

“Eph. 2 Ye are fellow citizens 
with the Saints, and of the house¬ 
hold of God, and are built upon 
the foundation of the Apostles and 
Prophets, Jesus Christ Himself be¬ 
ing the Chief Cornerstone. 

“Before I start my sermon, 1 
would like to say what a great 
joy it is to be back among you 
after an absence of 32 fears. I feel 
that I belong to you as much as 1 
do to England,- my first connec¬ 
tion with Canada was at a very 
early age—when I welcomed the 
first Canadian troops to Witley 
Camp, Surrey, during the 1SH4 War 
After the War, I came to work on 
the Archbishop’s South Alberta 
Mission, and had stations at Coutts. 
Cardston, Warner, Coaldale, and 
my last two years were at Blair¬ 
more and Coleman. 

I wish to thank the people, par¬ 
ticularly of Coleman, for the many 
parcels of food and clothing they 
sent to my parish of Iarng Marion. 
Westmorland during the last war. 
The gifts were a great help to us 
during this time of great distress, 
but the fact that we knew the giv¬ 
ers, gave us courage and determ¬ 
ination. 

I have been asked to speak to 
you of our Churche’s Ancient Spir¬ 
itual Heritage. 

During the past months, Bi¬ 
shops of the Anglican Communion 
have been meeting at the home of 
the Archbishop of Canterbury in 
London. Canterbury was founded 
by . St. Augustins in the year 597. 
but the Ancient British Church Is 
much older than this. 

On August 8th this year, H.M. 
Queen Elizabeth was to visit Car¬ 
lisle Cathedral. When her train 
arrived in Carlisle Her Majesty had 
developed a chill and was not able 
to attend the service. Her Majesty 
had been to the Isle of Lindsfarne 
which is a long, low island sepa¬ 
rated from the Northumberland 
coast by a shallow mile-wide chan¬ 
nel. This island is called Holy 
Island, and is visited by thous¬ 
ands of pilgrims every year. This 
was an early power house of the 
Celtic Church, and like Iona, pro¬ 
duced many Evangelists and Saints. 

Saint Columbia came from Iona. 
St. Cuthbert and St. Aidan from 
Lindsfarne. St. Cuthbert worked 
among the Fells of Westmorland 
and Cumberland, but St. Aidan was 
the Apostle of England. 

About the year 400 St. Ninian, 
a Romanized Strathclyde Briton 
of noble birth evangelized West 
Scotand, Cumberland and West¬ 
morland. and was followed by St. 
Columbia in 563. St. Patrick was 
also of this ancient British Church 
and he became the Bishop of Ire¬ 
land in 432. 

The See of Landaff was founded 
in the year 500 and that of Bangor 
540. also St. Asopp 560. all this 
before St. Augustine landed in 
Kent. 

There was great rivalry between 
the Roman Missionary and the An¬ 
cient Church and this came to a 
head at the Council of Whitby (in 
the north of England), in the year 
664. The Church of Iona and Linds¬ 
farne had differences about the 
keeping of Easter Day, and the 
style of hair cut (the tongsha) also 
the liturgical practices of the 
Church Service, but the King sided 
with the powerful Roman Party 
and Cumberland and his party re¬ 
tired to their Scottish home and 
the Roman Party reaped a rich 
harvest of the hard work done by 
these early Missionaries. 

American and 
Canadian Links 

Subdued for five or more centur¬ 
ies, the Church carried on. The 
Scottish Episcopal Church is one 
of the oldest members of the An¬ 
glican family, apart from what was 
done from Iona and Lindsfarne. It 
should not be forgotten that this 
Church consecrated Samuel Sea- 
burry, the first Bishop of the Epis¬ 
copal Church of America, at Aber¬ 
deen to the year 1784. 

The first settlers on the Red Riv¬ 
er, Winnipeg, came from the North 
Island of the Orkneys to 1820, and 
belonged to the Episcopal Church. 


In 1822 the first school was built 
and later became what is now St. 
John’s College of the University of 
Manitoba. Archbishop MacRay, Bi¬ 
shop and Metropolitan of Rupert - 
land, and first Primate of all Can¬ 
ada, and also Archbishop Mather- 
son, came from this old church 
which was founded at Lindsfarne 
and Iona. 

The Bishops of this Ancient 
Churc,h was present at the Coun¬ 
cils of Arles and Armlnium, 314 
and 381. We owe much to St. Aug¬ 
ustine, but he was not of the An¬ 
cient British Church. Moreover, 
King Henry 8th did not start the 
Church of England, for when Car¬ 
dinal Pole came back to England 
as the Pope’s Legate (during Queen 
Mary’s reign), he did not require 
that the Bishops and clergy to be 
re-ordalned. If we had been a new 
church, he would have insisted on 
re-ordination. He was incidentally, 
the cousin of Henry the 8th. 

Thus we see that the Anglican 
Church did not come out of Rome, 
but originated in the British Isles 
before the Romans came. I think 
I have shown you something of our 
very ancient heritage. We are Ca¬ 
tholic and Reformed. At the Re¬ 
formation, we went back to the 
Early Faith as taught by the Apos¬ 
tles and the Saints of Lindsfarne, 
Jesus Christ being the foundation 
stone of our beloved Church. Amen.

areas are being neglected in this 
regard.

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Of Many Things

FARMERS 

One good thing about stubble 
shooting — you get to talk with a 
lot of farmers. Over the past few 
weeks, I’ve dropped in at several 
farms to ask permission to hide 
out in their stubble to shoot ducks. 
I have never yet been refused; and 
oi. at least three occasions, the 
farmer has joined my son and me 
for the evening shoot. Usually we 
talk more than we shoot, and I’ve 
learned something about farmers. 
Farmers are, if I may generalize, 
a notch ahead of their city cou¬ 
sins as conversationalists. This is 
particularly true when they are at 
home on their own fields where 
they have ready-to-hand illustra¬ 
tions with which to make a point 
or illustrate an argument. 

Arguments these days, I find, 
are likely to be about contract 
farming, vertical integration, com¬ 
pulsory marketing schemes, defici¬ 
ency payments, farm organization, 
spiralling costs or you name it. j 

I usually name it, and the term¬ 
er takes over from there, and that's 
how I learn something of how 
farmers think, as individuals. 

I asked one farmer, “What's all 
this talk about vertical integra¬ 
tion? Is it good or bad?’’ 

He gave me as straight an an¬ 
swer as I expect I’ll ever hear. He 
said: "My grandfather practiced 
vertical integration on this farm 
when he ran it. He grew his feed, 
fed hogs, butchered them, cured 
bacon, consumed it . . . that’s ver¬ 
tical integration. He did it be¬ 
cause that was the way to do 
things in those days. Putting a 
fancy name on something, then 
saying it’s bad if the canners do 
it and good if we do it ourselves 
isn’t sense. On some farms I think 
it is the right way to do things — 
the way to solve the problem of 
that farm. On my farm, no. In my 
judgment I'll do better being more 
flexible. It isn't a question of free¬ 
dom. It’s a question of judgment, 
and the particular kind of farm or 
farmer. You can’t make good Judg¬ 
ments about all farms in one 
swoop.’’ 

Another farmer said to me, — 
"What farmers need is more bank 
credit . . . they need to learn how 
to get it. I get it. I have the bank¬ 
et out here and I show him the 
farm. I get the wife to give hint 
dinner. I tell him my plans; and 
1 get my credit. Too many farm¬ 
ers troop into town and the story 
they tell wouldn’t get you a nickel 
from a rich uncle. Financing is a 
job and farmers have got to learn 
how to do it. Bankers are human 
beings, strange as that may seem.” 

Another said, "I wish people 
would quit talking about the farm¬ 
er*’ problems so much. Solve your 
own. What’s killing us is your 
problems — strikes, and strike 
threats, costs Jumping. Unemploy¬ 
ment insurance, welfare payments 
—you push so much progress at us 
we can’t adjust. A man can’t be 
prudent any more, the country 
won’t let him, they spend his mon¬ 
ey for him.” 


Of Many Things

FARMERS’ PROBLEMS 

I spent the week-end with farm 
relatives. They have very nice 
homes, most of the modern con¬ 
veniences, but they find ready cash 
hard to come by. Other farmers 
from the district dropped in and 
there was a good deal of talk 
about farm problems. 

Earlier in the day I had walked 
and’ driven about the countryside 
a good deal, in search of ducks. I 
had been impressed by many of 
the older buildings, built at least 
a generation ago. So when the 
problems had all been talked over 
at length, I asked a question that 
had been bothering me. 

"How,” I asked, “did the men 
and women who lived on these 
farms — in some cases your fa¬ 
thers or uncles — manage to build 
such impressive buildings? This 
house we are in, fo rexample, with 
so many fine rooms for the fam¬ 
ily and also that big annex for 
staff. Was farming so much better 
then, before they had such good 
roads, so many fine implements, 
fertilizers, weed sprayers and the 
rest? Were they supermen, or is 
there something wrong with you?” 

We were all friends and rela¬ 
tive*, so I had hoped to start a 
lively but friendly little battle. 

Instead, my cousin said, “Say, 
I’ve often wondered about that my¬ 
self. My forebears must have been 


darn good farmers. If I had to 
build this house now, 1 just couldn’t 
raise that kind of money. And if 
the wife had to go back to can¬ 
ning, curing, cooking and the rest 
of it on the old-fashioned range, 
without running water beside her, 

I think she’d head for the city!" 

His wife laughed, “It's a good 
question,” she admitted. “But I 
think I know how they did it. To 
start with they didn't need a great 
lot of-cash money. Everything they 
bought came cheaper, a lot cheap¬ 
er. John put a metal roof on that 
old granary — and that roof alone 
probably cost several times more 
than the whole granary cost when 
his father strted farming here. 
And you should see the bills we 
pay for gas and oil, and for equip¬ 
ment, for clothing, for everything 
we buy! And believe me, one way 
or another we pay for our better 
roads and better schools and all 
the rest. It's impossible these days 
lo decide to be thrifty — the gov¬ 
ernment forces you to progress, 
even if it breaks you!” 

Well, that started it! And much 
to my surprise, the farmers were 
more critical of themselves than I 
thought any group could be. 

“We’ve concentrated on getting 
higher prices for our products - 
the toughest job. We’d have been 
better to resist the high prices of 
things we must buy. We ought to 
fight to keep taxes down, inflation 
in check, wages reasonable, so that 
we could sell our products and 
avoid surpluses. We’ve got to keep 
things in balance where an hour's 
labor on the farm can be traded 
for an hour’s labor in the city. 
Otherwise, we’re sunk. You just 
can't force high-priced products 
on foreign buyers.” 

Design Awards 
For Homes 
For Aged 

In an endeavor to secure the 
best possible type of deslgu for 
the fifty homes for aged persons 
to be built by the Provincial Gov¬ 
ernment in the rural areas of the 
province, the Government of Al¬ 
berta Invites residents of the pro¬ 
vince to submit a sketch plan for 
such a home. 

Cash awards totalling $10,000 
will be paid on the basis of: 

1st prize, $5,000; 2nd prize, $2,- 
500; 3rd prize, $1,000; 4th prize, 
$500; and ten prizes of $100 each 
for features contained in a plan 
not necessarily selected for one of 
the first four awards. 
Requirements - 

The plan required is for a one 
storey building costing approxi¬ 
mately 200,000 when landscaped, 
furnished and ready for occupan¬ 
cy. The cost does not include the 
cost of land. 

The plan must contain provision 
for all services necessary to pro¬ 
vide for the comfort and physical 
well-being of fifty ambulatory aged 
persons of both sexes and must 
contain the following: 

1— Bedrooms designed for dou¬ 
ble occupancy, with a limited num¬ 
ber for single occupancy. 

2— Bathing and toilet facilities 
Tor fifty elderly persons. 

3— Room for residents to meet 
visiting friends and relatives with 
some degree of privacy. 

4— Kitchen and dining facilities 
for fifty residents. 

5— Communal and recreational 
area. 

6— Provision for occupational 
therapy pursuits for both sexes, 
with detail as to layout. 

7— Suite for supervising matron. 

8— Administrative office. 

9— Laundry facilities for the re¬ 
sidents to wash personal belong¬ 
ings. 

Sketch plans need not necessar¬ 
ily meet architectural standards, 
but should be drawn to scale of 
one-eighth inch to the foot, with 
any detail layout to scale of half 
inch to the foot. All signatures 
should be so placed as to be read¬ 
ily masked without concerning any 
of the plan detail. 

The winning plans and features 
will be chosen on merit by a panel 
of judges whose decision will be 
final. 

All award winning plans and 
features become the exclusive pro¬ 
perty of the Government of Alberta. 

The Government is not bound to 
use any winning sketch plan or 
feature in the preparation of the 
final architect’s working plan, but 
may vary any plan or combine or 
vary any award winning feature or 
plan so that the best possible de¬ 
sign will be achieved. 

All sketch plans should be sent 
to the Minister of Public Welfare,

gible for any award a plan must 
be delivered or postmarked not 
later than Saturday, November 15.

Mark 40th 
Anniversary 

Over 60 persons gathered in the 
Ukrainian hall in East Coleman on 
Sunday afternooh to mark and cele¬ 
brate the 40th anniversary of the 
Asspciation of United Ukrainian 
Canadians and its predecessor As¬ 
sociation, the Ukrainian Labor 
Farmer Temple Association. 

For the occasion the numerous 
guests enjoyed a varied banquet of 
choice Ukrainian dishes. 

Following the dinner a speech 
was delivered by Andrew Halluk. 

Pointing out that the organiza¬ 
tion’s origin dated back to 1918, 

Mr. Halluk went on to tell of 
the humanitarian character demon¬ 
strated in assisting Russian peo¬ 
ple during the famine years of 1920 
and 1921. He also stated the Red 
Cross had been assisted and work 
bad hi m done during the last war. 
Bringing relief to the people of 
Red River during the flood in 1950 
was another venture the group had 
participated In. 

In Educational and Cultural 
fields the Association was con¬ 
ducting a school teaching children 
and adults their native language as 
well as geography of the country, 
its history and Iitertaure.
